FATHER POWER 
DES SUDEAL 
OF APOPLEN 


“Silver-Tongued Priest”. Suc-' 
cumbs to Stroke Soon’ After 
His Breakfast. |

The Rev. Father Gerard Dr. Power, 
known for many years in St. Louis as 
“the silver tongued priest’’ and famous 
for his legal controversy with Arch- 
bishop Kain, died at’the parochial resi- 
dence of SS. Mary and Joseph’s Church, 
in Carondelet, at 8 a. m. Thursday. An 
apoplectic stroke followed his breakfast 
a half hour before, and he did not re- 
gain consciousness. He was 66 years 
old, 3 | 
At his funeral, to be held next Mon- 
day morning at the church, of which 
he has been pastor four years, the vet- 
eran priests of the archdiocese will of- 
ticlate. Fathers Phelan, Head, Tallon 
and McGlynn will be at the altar, Futh- 
er McCabe wil} play the organ and the 
priests’ choir Wil) chant the requiem. 
The Rev. Father P. F. O'Reilly, pas- 
‘or of Holy Angels’ Church, now on 
leave of absence in springfield, Mo., 
will return to St. Lours for the funeral, 
end will preach in the church Sunday. 

Had Lived Long In St, Louis, 
Father Power was born in Cork, and 
was educated at the Dominican College 
in Dublin. Coming to St. Louis in 1872, 
he became assistant at St. John’s 
Church to Father P. J. Ryan, now 
Archbishop of Philadelphia. In 1887 he 
became pastor of the Immaculate Con- 
ception Church, at Jefferson avenue and 
Locust street. Here he was noted for 
his eloquence and shrewd wit. 
The parish was impoverished by the 
removal of many families to the West 
Pind, and in 1901 Archuvishop Kain de- 
elded to close the churcn, sell the prop- 
erty for the benefit of the new cathe- 
dral fund, and merge the parish with 
those surrounding it. Father Power 
‘nstituted suit to prevent this action, 
und after a long fignt in the courts, the 
Archbishop won and closed the church. 
“Col.”’ Ed Butler was a supporter of 
Father Power in this suit. being then a 
resident of the parish. 

Had tndcfinite Leave. 

Father Power was granted an indefi- 
nite leave of absence, which his friends 
construed as virtually exiling him from 
the archdiecese. He went to Madrid, 
where his sister, Senora Pasquale, was 
the wife of a‘ wealthy Spanish noble- 
man, and remained in Spain and Por- 
tugal for two years. Before returning 
to St. Louis he traveled in Palestine. 
Archbishop Glennon, who had succeed- 
ed Archbishop Kain, made Father Pow- 
er chaplain of St. Mary's Orphan Asy- 
lum, and, after the death of Father -To- 
iain Geis eee

DECATUR, Ill., Nov. 5.—Presten R. 
Hicks was elected to matrimony here 
Tuesday. The cold type on the Repub- 
lican ticket said that he was running 
for County Surveyor, but the real prize 
he won when he received a majority of 


the votes was a beautiful young woman, 
Miss Frieda Ruebsamen, daughter of a 
wealthy merchant. 

When Hicks announced that he would 
be a candidate for the nomination at 
the August primaries,- even his friends 
smiled. 

*‘Nobody in this county can beat Lor- 
ing,’’ they said. ‘‘He’s married to the 
job.” 

“Well,”’ said Hicks, “the job will get a 
divorce from him now. I don’t want to 
marry the job, but I’m going to be close- 
ly related to it by marriage.”’ 

This strange statement puzzied his 
They. shook their heads and 
wondered what he meant. 

Not until the primary race was well 
under way did they find out. The dis- 
closure was made a few days before the 
primary when Hicks sent out this form- 
al announcement: 

“Vote for Preston R. Hicks for Coun- 
ty Surveyor. A pretty Decatur girl has 
promised to marry him if he is elected.” 

That was all the campaign Lterature 
he sent out. 

Women’s Pleas Won, 

The sentiment caught the public fancy 
‘@t once. Women discussed it, and 
though they could. not vote, they in- 
fluenced stheir husbands to nominate’ 
the yolng man who wonld Icse nis girl 
if he were defeated at the polls. 

The voters of his party responded to 
the urgent pleas of their wives and 


sisters by almost unanimously. selecting,| 


Hicks to represent them on the ticket. 
Then the real fight began. Forced to 
take the defensive, Loring tried to swing 
sentiment by, calling the attention of 
the people of Decatur that he was mar- 
tied and had reared a large family. 

In his speeches he asked: 

“Isn't a man who is already married 
as worthy of support as,;a man who is 
about to be married?” 

It was argued in behalf of Hicks that 
Loring and his family had had their 
chance; that having held the office 40 
years he should have enough to provide 
for his wife and children. 

Though it may seem strange, the 
women of Decatur who were taking a 
deep interest in the election thought 
this was the proper view. 

Myth, Said His Enemies. 

“Give the young man a chance to win 
his bride,’’ they said. 

Not unti’ a few days before the elec- 
tion did Hicks make known the name 
of his flancee. 

He did this only when adherents of 
Loring hinted that his appeal to sen- 
timent was only a political trick and in- 
timated that “‘the pretty Decatur ¥ ss 
was a myth. 

A committee was sent to her. 

“Yes,” she said, “I have promiséd to 
wed Mr. Hicks—if he is elected.”’ 

It was all over but the shouting then. 
Loring threw up eis hands and Hicks’ 
victory was assured. 

It was nearly midnight Tuesday when 
the ballots had all been counted. From 
Republican headquarters Hicks tele- 
phoned to Miss Ruebsamen: 

“I’ve won the election and you.” 

“All right, dear, I'll keep my word,” 
said Miss Ruebsamen. 

Twelve hours later they were married 
and had. started for Chicago on their 
honeymoon.

Widow eee She Was Stripped 
and Beaten Until She 
Consented. 


WORE MAN’S CLOTHES 





Under Threat of Death She 
Accompanied Gang on 
Night Raids.

UNION CITY, Tenn., Nov. 6.—Stripped 
and beaten until she consented to be- 
come the secretary of the Reelfoot Lake 
fisheérmen’s organization known as the 
Night Riders, Mrs. Ella Pride, a widow, 
4 years old, was forced to don mas- 


Culine clothing and accompany the rid- 
ers on their raids. 

Under a threut of death, she acted 
is their secretary for years. handling 
their correspondence with similar or- 
ganizations in other states and keeping 
careful minutes of their meetings. 

She learned practically all their se- 
crets and in revenge for the humillations 
to which she was subjected she says 
slie will tell these secrets to the grand 
jury which ‘; investigating the lynching 
of Capt. Quentin Rankin and the at- 
tempted murder of his law partner, Col. 
Z. R. Taylor, at Walnut Log recently. 

Mrs. Pride was arrested at her home 
on Reelfoot Lake and brought tdé Union 
City yesterday by a posse of State 
militiamen. She announced her readiness 
to make a complete confession, but the 
details of her statement to the prose- 
cuting authorities were not made 
known, 

Promises Complete Confession. 

“I will tell all I know,” she said 
to newspaper men. ‘The organization of 
which I was secretary is known as the 
‘Sons of Joy,’, An old man named Byrd 
‘was president and Garrett Johnson was 
captain.” Both of these men are under 


Mrs. Pride sdyg the ‘books she kept 
have been destroyed. She declared, 
however, that she would tell the grand 
jury what they contained. 

In her statement to the militia of- 
ficers, Mrs. Pride said regular dues w3re 
paid for the maintenance of the organ!- 
zation and terrible oaths were exactad 
from the members to keep the secrets. 
She admitted that she had been on sev- 
eral raids with the men, sometimes on 
horseback and at other times afoot, 
but denied that she was with them on 
the night of Rankin’s lynching. 

Afded by Tobacco Raisers, 

Mrs. Pride declared that subscriptions 
were received frequently from tobacco 
raisers in Kentucky and Tennessee to 
keen up the Reelfoot Lake organiza- 
tion. 

Rankin and Taylor were not involved 
in any tobacco warfare in Kentucky or 
Tennessee, but as attorneys for a land 
company they were trying to oust the 
squatters from their hunting and fish- 
ing grounds along Reelfoot Lake. Both 
men had been warned that their lives 
were in danger. 

On the night of the lynching the two 
men occupied a room in the hotel at 
Walnut Log, where they had gone to 
prepare legal papers to oust the squat- 
ters. They were taken from their room 
by a mob of masked men and Rankin 
was killed. Taylor escaped and notified 
the authorities. He did not mention 
the presence of a woman in the band. 

Habeas Corpus Writs Issued. 

Fifty prisoners were taken by the 
State militia and the prosecuting 
authorities say the evidence supplied 
by Mrs. Pride is sufficient to convict 
them. Writs ot habeas corpus re- 
turnable Friday were issued today on 
the petitions of attorneys represent- 
ing the 50 prisoners. Judge Joseph 
E. Jones announced that a special 
session of the Circuit Court will-con- 
vene the first week in Decemper to 
try the defendarts. 

The Circuit Court is now in session, 
hut its legality will be questioned on 
the ground that the presiding: judge 
failed to announce the session 30 days 
in advance, as required by statute. 
Should the present court be declared 
void, the indictments against the al- 
leged night riders would be recom- 
mitted to the December term.

or. The wedding day arrived and the guests assembled. But Lincoln did not 
appear. There was an awkward pause. Then the wedding party, wondering, 
broke up. The bridegroom’s nerve had apparently failed him at the last mo- 
ment. He and Miss Todd were reconciled by friends, and, in 1842, the en- 
gagement was patched up. One incident that may or may not have had some- 
thing to do ‘with bringing them together again was the fact that Miss Todd 
wrote annonymously a set of satiric verses which offended James Shields, a 
political enemy of Lincoln's. Shields demanded to know the author’s name. 
Lincoln chivalrously came forward andtook upon himself the responsibility for 
the entire affair. Shiel@s challenged him to a duel. Lincoln accepted the chal- 
lenge and chose cavalry sabres as the weapons. Wise men in the community 
reconciled the opponents, and no duel was fought. 


Two months later, Lincoln and Mary Todd were married. One biographer 
says that Lincoln went through his share in the wedding ceremony “as pale 
and trembling as if being driven to slaughter.’”’ The young couple started mar- 
ried life on the upper floor of an inn, where board and lodging cost them $4 a 
week. Even at that, they were often hard pressed for ready money and had 
to practise every economy. There can be little doubt that Mrs. Lincoln had a 
lively, peppery temper and that her husband suffered from its effects. It is

When Pat Coyle, exiled “King” of 
Madison, Ill., was teld that Bryan was 
beaten for Prestdent he turned his face 
to the wall and died. 

In front of his home in East St. Louis 
an automobile had stood all day waiting 
to take him to the polls so that he could 
gratify his dying wish to vote for the 
Democratic candidate. But he was too 


ill to go. 

When he was told that the polls had 
closed and that his chance to vote for 
Bryan had faded away he wept. His 
condition rapidly grew worse until early 
Wednesday morning, when he died. 

The last words he said were: 

‘Is Bryan elected?’ 

“No,’’ said one of the watchers at his 
bedside, ‘“‘Taft has won.” R 

Coyle never spoke again. 


Ruled Madison for Ten Ye 
For 10 years he was “King of f Madi- 


son,”’ one of the tri-cities across the 
river from St. Louis. His word was 
law and his two gnarled fists were his 
standing army with which he waged 
relentless war on all who questioned his 
power. 

But in the end he was toppled from 
his throne and forced to flee for his 
life from the capital where he had so 
long held sway. 

That was three years ago, but the 
embers of resentment against him 
glowed so persistently that he never 
dared to venture back to Madison, the 
scene of his former triumphs. The city 
never offered him amnesty and there 
are many who believe that it would 
have meant death for him to return. 

Was Elected Mayor, 

Yet, only two years before his exile, 
he was unanimously elected Mayor of 
Madison. There was a candidate oppos- 
ing him, but all of the votes went to 
Coyle, according to the official returns. 

Coyle was a saloon keeper and po- 
litical ward worker in St. Louis before 
he went to Madison in 1890. His seat of 
power then was in.a little ‘“‘lean-to”’ 
barroom built up against the Vuican 
Iron Works in Carondelet.
